DULL TIMES 'AND THE REMEDY. 

It is useless for persons who com- 
plain of the dullness of the times to 
fold their arms and await in n stato of 
listless helplessness a change for the 
better. To such people better things 
. seldom come. They resemble a poor 
creature who having fallen into the 
water makes no eilort to help him- 
Belf and at last sinks within reach of 
Lalf-a-dozeu appliau'cos either of which 
would have yielded him a means of 
support had he put forth his hand to 
grasp it. It will not be disputed that 
the summer just over has been unprece- 
dented!)' dull, and it has become tho 
duty af CYory person who fools ait in- 
terest in theprosperity and permanency 
of tho place t» make an effort to 
prevent the next and many succeeding 
summers from being as dull as that 
which has just passed. Upwards of 
$40,000,000 in gold from the Cariboo 
mines was sent away to purchase 
in foreign markets articles that could 
and should have been raised or manu- 
factured hero. A constant drain has 
gone on for 22 years and that is why 
at tho present moment we have so 
little to show for the wealth that has 
been extracted from tho soil. Foreign 
producers have become rich through 
the listless indifference of Columbians. 
It is not very long ago when every 
foot of live stock and every article of 
agricultural produce, from wheat to 
eggs, cabbages and potatoes, was im- 
ported from California or Oregon. That 
leak has boon stopped in a great mea- 
sure ; but it was not stopped before tho 
gold yield had begun to wane and until 
at the present time it has almost ceas- 
ed. A few months ago, tho demand 
from the mines having ceased, there 
were bands of cattle and stacks of farm 
produce in tho upper country for which 
there was no sale. The commencement 
of railway construction created an im 
mediate demand for this overplus and 
tho interior farmers arc now happy in 
tho possession of a good ready-money 
markot close to their doors. But rail- 
way construction has created 
demand for many other goods 
which are imported from abroad 
and which can and ought to bo pro 
duced in tho province. Victoria is n 
commercial town. Her geographical 
position is such that with enterprise 
and due regard to her steam communi 
cations she would always rank fore- 
most among the future large cities of 
the British Pacitio coast. She should 
maintain her commercial supremacy 
and Bhould aim to be always tho pro- 
vincial markot for assorted goods. An 
interior or coast merchant should al- 
ways feel that there is no article in 
daily use that he may not find in Vic- 
toria stores. But Victoria must make 
an eftort to becorao a manufacturing 
as well as a trade-centre if she would 
retain her present hold. A few enter- 
prising men have demonstrated that 
boots and shoes, leather, soap, vehicles, 
matches, cigars, sashes, doors and blinds 
can be manufactured here cheaper than 
similar articles can be imported. In 
these establishments has been laid the 
foundation of future greatness and in 
thenj will be found a specific remedy 
for the periodical recurrence of dull 
times. There are many other avenues 
of industry that might be opened. In 
stead ofshipping away wool to bo re- 
turned in a manufactured form it 
should be retained and made up in the 
country. All the powder used in rail- 
way work or in tho mines, every wood- 
en dish or tub, every set of common 
furniture, every broom, every sheet of 
wrapping or newspaper, nearly all the 
machinery and boilers required to 
drive tho works and tools to fashion the 
articles ought to bo manufactured hero 
— at Victoria. Inducements should 
be hold out to capitalists. Tho pro- 
vincial government and the city should 
offer bonuses, if necessary, and 
holders of realestate should freely 
give sites for manufactories. There 
exists no good reason why the as- 
sistance that is extended by municipali- 
ties and individuals at the east should 
not be extended in this province. With 
"Victoria c;.» verted into a manufac- 
turing as well as commercial city, 
with the hands that are now thrust 
deeply in trousers-pocketB usefully em- 
ployed, and with our means of com- 
munication with the Mainland rend- 
ered more speedy and cheaper, a con- 
tant stream of wealth would flow in 
from all parts of the province and re- 
main within it. The stream now 
passeB through Victoria. It must be 
dammed up and kept hero to insure tho 
rapid growth and permanent prosper- 
ity of Victoria, which would in turn 
draw the supplies required to feed and 
clothe her largo population from tho 
country districts.

THE "BROAD ARROW" OS 

' • ■ BRITAIN'S DEFENCES 
f N THE PACIF1C 



The Bivad Arrow of receut date has 
an energetic article ou tho duty of the 
Imperial government to provide ade- 
quate protection for British commerce 
! in this ocean. Tho entiro English press 
is writing in the same vein, and tho 
time ia not remote when Uie claims 
they so nbly advocate will be recogniz- 
ed arid tho government forced by pub- 
lic opinion to move in the desired direc- 
tion.' The Broad Arrow says: 

"In 1878, when war with Russia was 
threatening, there weru thirteen Russiau 
cruizers in tho harbor of San Francisco, 
and over G00,000 tons of shipping about 
, to leave it. And whero were our shipB? 
• • -The flagship was in Peru; a ship was in 
Chili; one at the Sandwich Islands; ono at 
Panama; one at San Francisco; and two 

000,000 annually, of which £20,000,000 
represent tho Ohina trade more imme> 
diately lmporilled. The question is again 
asked whether the Australian Colonies 



should not tako a more active part in their 
own defence, and consequently iri that of 
the great trade in which they arc partici- 
pants. Whenever the Canadian Pacific 
bocomes, as it must when completed, jfche 
high road across the Continent for the 
China trade, tho question of participation 
in the defenco of the commerce of tho 
Er.ipiro will doubtless obtrude itself 
somewhat more urgently than it has yet 
done on the Dominion of Canada. As the 
matter stands at presont tho Imperial gov- 
ernment appears to stand charged with 
supinenoss as regards Esquimalt. the 
"brief spasm of energy at Vancouver," 
consequent on visions of possible peril to 
which tho war in Turkey oponod the oyes 
of tho English administration, having 
been suffered to die a natural death. There 
arc not afew episodes in our national con- 
duct, both of' war and diplomacy, which 
somotimes make us fear that tho unread- 
iness which left Harold to faco the Con- 
queror without the support that patriot- 
ism should have lent, is yet inherent in 
the Anglo-Saxon race. Lot us hope that 
tho Pacific Ocean and the China Soas may 
not, in possible events, furnish us with 
additional examples." 



SUICIDE AT SEA. 

THKILLINa SEQUEL TO A SAILOR 
YARN TOLD ON SHIPBOARD 
IH THE ATLANTIC. 

Just as It is Conoludod a Young Lady 
Frantically Thxwa Horsoit 
Overboard. 

The Steamsiiii' Arizona, near 
Queenstown, Aug. 20. — Last Sunday 
morning notice was given that divine 
service would bp hold in tho dining- 
saloon, tho doors of which would bo 
closed promptly at 10 o'clock, in order 
to prevent the worshippers lining dis- 
turbed. Through some mistake this 
order was not- generally understood, 
and, in consequence, quite a number of 
passengers intending to bo present 
wero a few minutes late, and unable to 
get in. Among them was a young lady 
who had attracted a great deal of at- 
tention. Of medium height and slen- 
der figure, she had a very pleasing but 
strikingly pale face, illuminated by 
large tender brown eyes, and framed 
in light brown hair, rather wavy, and 
dressed simply in a braided knot. 
There was something inexpressibly 
pathetic in her expression, and tho way 
in which she held herself aloof from 
every one, often sitting on deck quite 
alone and for hours, inclined to the 
opinion that some greatgriof was weigh- 
ing upon her. 

On this morning when she found the 
door locked, all her melancholy calm 
deserted her, and throwing herself on 
her knees before it, sho wrung her 
hands in tin agony of feeling crying, 

"shut out 1 shut out !" 
Her companions tried in v*in to sootho 
her ; she only repeated the cry, and re- 
mained kneeling outside the door until 
the service was over. This incident 
roused fresh interest in her, but when- 
ever approached she resisted both cur- 
iosity and kindness by a proud reserve 
only admitting that she was going to 
England to seek a position as gover- 
ness, which seemed rather an improb- 
able statement. 

The following day was tho only dis- 
agreeable one of the voyage, Hour 
after hour the rain fell heavily, the 
wind howled, the sea roared, and the 
ship lurched and lunged over the rough 
waters. Tho leaden sky blotched with 
huge black clouds, the violent beating 
of the rain, the sounds of tho raging 
ocean, combined to produce a most dis- 
mal effect. Doors and windows were 
tightly closed, everybody looked blue- 
nosed and blue-spirited, and the day 
seemed interminable. But soon after 
dinner the storm, as though tired of its 
fury, came to a sudden end, the wind 
began to dry the dripping decks, and 
everyone rushed for wraps and hats, 
gladly seeking the fresh air. 

Neither moon nor stars lightened the 
yet dark sky; the waters wero yet tur- 
bulent, their sombre surface varied 
only by great masses of snowy foam, 
turned into fire by the phosphorescent 
gleams of insect life. At last the pas- 
sengers, tired of promenading tho slip- 
pery deck, settled clown on their 
steamer chairs, divided in groups, and 
listened to the yarns there is always 
some one to spin. The best or rather 
the most tragic, your correspondent 
heard was from the lips of an old sea 
captain : — 

"Twenty-five years ago," he said, "I 
was bringing a large number of Indian 
troops, with their wives and children, 
from Aden to Bombay. The voyage 
was ordinary accomplished in loss than 
three weeks, but through 

THE DEAD CALMS 

that prevailed, and being on a sailing 
vessel, it was prolonged into six weeks 
The heat was intense, the vessel crowd- 
ed, and the natives put on half rations, 
from lack of provisions. But these 
misfortunes seemed bnt trifling when 
the latter was attacked with a terrible 
scourgo called the 'sweating disease. ' 
Though contagious among themselves, it 
never attacks Europeans ; but owing to 
the lack of physique, the result of poor 
food, it sweeps away the Sepoys, the 
victims seldom living twelve hours after 
the attack. Strangely enough, the very 
blood seems to turn into water, and 
ooze through the pores of the skin, until 
the sufferer seems to melt away before 
the eye. 

" The first man who died, " continued 
the Captain, " we shrouded in canvas 
and read the funeral sorvice over, but 
after that the deaths followed each other 
with such frightful rapidity that the sup- 
ply of canvas gave out, and without any 
ceremony tho poor fellows were,pitohod 
overboard. -The women and children 
also fell before the disease, and whole 
families were swept away by it. At the 
end of ten days over three hundred 
were consigned to the deep. Then fol- 
lowed a short season it makes me shud- 
der to think of it. We were again be- 
calmed, and the silent sea seemed de- 
termined to give up its dead, the bodies 
of the brave Sepoys rising to the sur- 
face and floating close about the ship. 

" One morning, coming on deck, I 



saw as far as the eye could reach, the 
ocean as white as milk. As an old 
sailor I recognized the phenomena, 
which is caused by vast bodies of nni- 
malcula; imparting their color to the 
water ; but the natives unused to such 
a change, thought themselves threaten- 
ed with some new calamity, and the 
wildest scenes ensued. Then followed 

A HoniUItLK SPECTACLE, 

The sharks, who had T .ir-en in waiting, 
suddenly appeared in large numbers, 
their hideous backs, bronze groen in 
the sun, rose from the pure, snow-white 
surface, which in a brief time was 
streaked with the doop red that told of 
their awful feast. No picture of pen 
or brush over depicted so infernal a 
scene, and many of the crew turned 
violently sick or fainted at the appal- 
ling spectacle. 

" Meantime ono of tho bravest and 
handsomest Sepoys was taken with the 
disease ; his wife of a few months, and 
a remarkably handsome Indian girl, 
was by the doctor's orders carried from 
his sido by force. Ho was sick only 
live hours, anil was oast overboard with 
dispatch in order to prevent his bride 
seeing the disfigured corpse. At last 
she succeeded in forcing her way to tho 
spot whero she lofi Lint. She saw the 
empty berth, and rushed up on deok 
shrieking wildly. Twice she ran fran- 
tically round tho-ahip, her great black 
eyes on fire, 1km - coal-black hair flying 
in tho wind, calling 'Naya ! N'aya !' 
Thou all at once the fearful truth 
seemed to dawn upon her; she saw the 
milk white sen foaming with blood, the 
torn bodies, tho monsters at their hor- 
rid i-nruival, and with 

A TERRIBLE SCREAM 

Sho flung herself overboard right in 
their midst. We •" 

Hardly had tho Captain said the 
hist word when there rushed by us a 
black robed figure, a beautiful, blanch- 
ed, despairing faco, and like a light- 
ning flash we saw i he girl throw her- 
self overboard. 

For a moment everyone was paralyz- 
ed, for it seemed like a part of tho ter- 
rible tragedy to which wo were listen- 
ing. Then the alarm was given. I 
ran to the railing, in a minute the poor 
girl rose, rose through one of the 
patches of fiery white foam we had 
been watching ; rose with wide dis- 
tended oyes, and a face while even be- 
side the snowy foam. Then sho was 
hurled into darkness and space And 
tho great ship plowed on. Dreadful 
it seemed t his speeding on as though 
unmindful of tho poor, perishing life ; 
yet Captain Murray, a bravo and true 
hearted man, said it was more than 
useless to attempt any recovery as we 
were dashing on at the rate of sixteen 
knots an hour, and before the wind, 
the body would be miles away before a 
boat could be lowered. 

After the first shock the old ques- 
tion camo up, only changed from "Who 
is she I" to the sad 

" WHO was she i" 
for in i ho brief glimpse we had, the 
melancholy, sweet face of tho girl who 
sat alone with her grief and hail cried 
I out "Shut out ! shut out !" at the 
' closed door on Sunday morning, was 
I recogiii?od. Her oflects consisted of 
one small, black leather satchel, and on 
opening it the first object that met the 
eye was a nolo, which ran as follows : 

" In case of any accident, please send 
this bag to the address : — Adeline T. 
Clarke, No. GK1 St. Mark's avenue, 
corner of Nostrand avenue, Brooklyn, 
N. V. Whoever takes it there will be 
amply rewarded." 

This note caused some confusion, for 
there was no such name as Adalino 
Clarke on tho passenger list, and it was 
some little time before it was discover 
ed that the young girl had registered 
as Kate CI. Carvfield. Then the purser 
remembered that the young lady had 
applied for a passage about two hours 
before the boat sailed. She seemed in 
a great hurry, and had no baggage with 
her but the satchel. The latter also 
contained two bottles, one of morphine, 
one of laudanum, which would iudicato 
that tho unhappy girl had meditated 
suicide before starting. Tho next ob- 
ject was a finely-bound Bible, on the 
fly-leaf of which was inscribed "To 
Adaline T. Clarke, from W. and W. 
G. Wood, March, 1878." Throughout 
tho volume various verses were under- 
lined, all bearing on grief and afflic- 
tion, though none on sin or repent- 
ance. Passages from Thomas a Kcmpis 
wore written on note paper, interspers- 
ed with poems on sacred subjects. --

The first annual report 'of 1 Chief *En 
gineer Phillips received at the' regular 
meeting cf the City Council held last 
evening states that the department con- 
sists of three companies, which have 
numerical strength of 124 members.

2,0(58 feet of earbolizod hose of American 
and Canadian manufacture and 350 feet 
of condemned leather hose and DT0 feet of 
canvass rubber lined hose. The roport 
details the manner in which tho property 
of tho department is distributed amongst 
tho companies and states that tho Dolugo 
Co. has 40 officers and mon, tho Tiger Co. 
•11 and tho Union Hook and Ladder Co. 
37. The Deluge Co. occupies a two story 
brick house on Yates street, tho property 
of tho department. The Tiger Co. oc- 
cupies :i frame building on Johnson street 
and it affords the Chief Engineer much 
pleasure to state that this company will, 
in tho course of three months, have then- 
new brick house now in the. course of 
erection ready for occupation. " Union 
Hook and Ladder Co. occupies a two 
story frame building on Government 
street, departmental property, on leased 
ground, which lias been lately repaired 
and is now in good condition." The cis- 
terns are eight in number and in good- 
condition and well supplied with water 
from the mains. It is strongly recom- 
mended that a cistern bo built at tho 
corner of North Park and Quadra streets 
as that portion of the city is almost 
wholy unprotected. The hydrants now 
in position are invaluable to tho depart- 
ment. The double hydrant placed at the 
corner of Fort and Douglas streets has 
filled a want that lias long been foil and 
it is recommended that more hydrants bo 
erected throughout the city.

Municipal Police Court. 

IHcforo Hon. A. F. IViubertoii.l 

t Wkdkkhday, Sept. 15. 
George Baker, summoned by D. A. N. 
Ogilvy and charged with assaulting him 
by striking him on the forehead and in 
the eye at the Fountain saloon, Yates 
street-, on the morning of tho 12th inst. 

The plaiiitiffhaving testified to thu truth 
of his information, deposed that he went 
to the saloon on the morning in question 
and saw White, the proprietor, sitting 
there, but did not know that Baker was 
in tho house until he followed him (wit- 
ness) out to the bar and caught him by 
tile beard and challenged him to ii^ht, 

calling him a . Witness .produced 

a handful of hair torn from his beard by 
defendant and stilted that ho was struck 
several times by defendant. Witness was 
so excited at. the time tltat lie could not 
state positively whether he was drunk or 
sober when ho went into the saloon. He 
-• was supposed to be on duty at tho time, 
and after Baker had struck him he went 
for constable Lindsay to assist him. 

J. White, tho proprietor of the saloon, 
and several other witnesses, testified to an 
altercation taking place between the 
plaintiff and defendant, the result of which 
was that defendant caught plaintifl'by the 
beard and soon afterwards something was 
heard to fall and Ogilvy was seen lying 
on the tloor with blood on his face. 

His Honor considered that an assault 
had been committed and fined the defend- 
ant $2 50, in default 24 hours' imprison 1 
ment. The line was paid and the defend- 
ant left the Court. 

George Lindsay, summoned by William 
Snyder, charged with throatoning to de- 
stroy the proporty of the prosecutor' and 
to injure him personally. 

William Snyder testified that the de- 
fendant had stopped him on tho Saanich 
road, and aftor somo words on the subject 
of thu school of which they are both 
trustees, had challenged him to fight, 
used abusive language and said that he 
would be even on him. Subsequently he 
found three geese and three turkeys, his 
property, dead upon defendant's land;

DEATH AT THE ALTAR. 

A Flood Breaks into an Irish Chapol 
ana Drowns Fivo of tho 
Worshippers. 

(rtublin C'oit-c"|K>uilcnco London \i-Wn, Mia. v.i.) 

Details have reached Dublin of the 
catastrophe in a Roman Catholic chapel 
at uwe'edore, County Donegal. Tho 
church is situated in a deep ravine bo 
tween two granite cliffs, which rise as 
perpendicularly from the base to ilin 
top as tho side walls of tho chapel, and 
are almost, as high as the latter. The 
sacristy side faces the sea to I lie west. 
Between the side walls and this cliff an 
opening of about six feet bad boon cut 
out of tho rock to give walking space 
round the outside of the chapel to the 
southwest (fide. The glen opens up 
towards the hills, but is not so (hep at 
any place as whore the chapel is built. 
In the middle of this glen a stream 
flows, though no g/eat body of water 
tills up its bed, except in the winter, 
when it is fed by mountain torrents. 
This brook (lows down under the south 
aisle of the chapel, provision being 
made for its passage by an archway 
under the walls and lloor of the chapel. 
It divides the chapel yard into two 
sections to the bridge below on the 
county road, whore it disgorges under 
three arches. The upper parapet wall 
of tikis bridge forms part of the inclo- 
sure of St. Mary's Chapel. When the 
tides aro high the water of tho sea | 
passes through this bridge ami through 
thp arch under tho chapel for some 
distance. Tin; peculiar site of the 
chapel is attributed to the difficulty in 
getting land for the purpose.

Meantime, 
with the water night feet deep, a ter- 
rible scene was oi-euring inside the 
chapel. The seats, bound together at 
the bottom, become floating rafts, of 
which all who could availed themselves 
to save their lives. A large block of 
firewood Carried in by the water kept 
afloat all who could sit Oil and cling 
to it. Others were saved by getting 
hold ofa suspended lamp chain and by 
grasping tho window cords and break- 
ing the glass. A man named (lalla- 
her, with ropes and garments pulled 
others up to tho gallery. Sub-Con 
stable Mahoney and others placed lad- 
dors from the rocks outside to the win- 
dows, and by this means many escaped. 

The interior of the chapel was al 
most destroyed, and outside everything 
was carried away except the solid rock. 
There were about four bunded people 
in the chapel. Five dead bodies have 
been recovered, and no moro are miss- 
ing. James Ferry, aged sixteen, was 
found dead at the vestry door, which 
had closed, on his arm, preventing his 
egress. The others who lost their lives 
are Nell Dohorty, Council Boyle (aged 
seventy), Grace McGarvin (aged forty- 
five), all married, and Henry Gallaher, 
aged sixteen.
